Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


All glorious Indian Summer reigns supreme at the present 
2 time, and very properly it should do so, as the favorite feather 
of the Indians rose higher this week than even that of the 
a American Eagle. And there are few homes throughout this broad 
land where turkey feathers will be*more an evidence of liberty

readers during the past year that meats of all kinds have been 
ata premium; and it is therefore but equitable and just that the 
Om n _ turkey this year should roost high and his prices roost higher.

seat until the national body is stuffed with turkey. 
Thanksgiving day usually witnesses the opening of winter 
in earnest but this year appears to be an exception to the rule, 
for Indian summer appears to have followed the rule of all the 
other changes of the seison and to be nearly a month late this 
year.

are not only the cheapest but the best foods in existence. 
Among the brokers in canned goods lines in general the 
market is reported rather quiet, although this is not an unsea- 
sonable report for the time; as this is in a certain way a sort 
of out-of-season time* for canned goods. “In the spring the

the late fall and early winter the old man’s fancy seriously turns 
to the requirements of the holiday season, and from Thanksgiving 
to New Year’s almost every dainty food except canned goods 
has its innings. 

In this immediate locality there are absolutely no changes 
to report in the prices of canned goods, except in oysters and the 
cheapest grades of peaches, in both of which lines values have 
been shaded. Cove oysters are about 2%c. per dozen cheaper 
than on last week’s quotations; 5 oz. standards being quoted 
at 87'%c., where they were goc.; 4 oz. 75c. where they were 
8oc.; whilst 10 oz. remain at $1.60 and 8 oz. at $1.50. 

Pie peaches No. 3 unpeeled are marked 77%4c. as against 
8oc. last week, but outside of these variations brokers report no 
changes. 

The situation in corn remains about as previously given. 
The movements of Maryland corn have been quite fair for the 
season and values are unchanged. The fact that Maine corn 
is almost now out of quotation from scarcity, and that the future 
corn market is already opening and taking orders indicates the 
beginning of a busy season for 1905. We hear that orders are 
being placed in the West for good brands of corn at 62M%c. 
regular, which is fair indication that the future corn market is 
going to open strong and continue so. 

If judged by all indications the season of 1905 is going to be 
both busy and of advanced values. It is now admitted that the 
machinery and supply men have had a comparatively poor season 
in 1904, but as it is an acknowledged fact that a poor season in 
this line is always followed by a brisk one, the presumption is that 
energetic packers will be at this time overhauling their plants 


to see where they need improvements. 

There should be at the present time quite a strong demand 
for peas, and they are moving out fairly for fall or second demand 
of the market. Every year that passes increases the quality of 
the pack of this article and the American canned pea has made 
itself respected even in competition with the fancy colored French 


article. We are glad to see that the Pure Food Department of 
the National Government is about to apply the strict reading 
of the law with regard to the importing of French peas. For 
very many years the rigorous hand of the government and its 
acute eye have been’ used to observe and discriminate against 
American peas, by prohibiting them from using methods to com- 
pete with the French article; although scientific authorities in 
France obtained permission for the packers there to use a given 
amount of copperas in the commercial preparation of this article. 
It seems that Dr. Wiley has declared that all imported peas which 
are affected by coloring matter must contain upon the label a 
statement of the.fact or they will be excluded. The objection of 
wholesale dealers to this action of the Department only proves 
the necessity of its enforcement in the interest of the American 
pea packers. We do not believe that even our millionaires or 
our millionaires’ hotels should have a right to poison themselves 
or their guests with copperas colored peas imported from France. 
when they are prohibited the same privilege with peas of the 
best American packing. 

Tomatoes rule about as previously quoted: No. 3 standards 
being quoted at 62%c. to 65c.; and extras from that figure to 
$1.00 according to the label and size. 

In New York string beans and lima beans appear to be 
slightly weaker than they were in our last quotations. No. 2 
limas are held at $1.00 to $1.25 where they were previously 
quoted at $1.25 to $1.35; string beans New York pack No. 2 
are quoted at $1.00 to $1.50, where the previous quotations were 
$1.25 to $1.30 showing that there is a large lot of fine quality 
string beans on that market. 

There is a slight decline in the quotations of salmon: No. 1 
Alaska pink being held at 82%c. as aginst 80 to 85c. 

A recitation of these figures, however, seems to cover the 
whole field, and the quietness of the entire industry indicates 
that the consumers are devoting attention to Thanksgiving goods 
of special kinds. 

Cans and Canners’ Metals.—There is scarcely more to re- 
port than in the foods themselves. Our readers will observe 
by a communication sent us from the Continental Can Co., that 
that great new concern will devote itself to the manufacture in 
general of packers’ cans.

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


The close o? the Thanksgiving trade finds most dealers in fair 
positions. Brokers and others who are selling from first hands 
complain that even though movement on deliveries has been 
free so far this month it has, in many instances, been wholly 
from jobbers’ full stocks. Packers in frequent instances deliv- 
ered 100 per cent. and this put the jobbers in excellent position. 
But even such a condition as this, while it restricts sales from 
first hands, does not, in reality, injure business. When jobbers’ 
stocks are exhausted there will speedily develop an active de- 
mand. The improvement reported in some lines a week or so 
ago continues and there is a strong feeling in all departments 
and the upward tendency is becoming more marked. Now and 
then there is a demand for some of the varieties that are scarce, 
like a few of the California fruits, but such requests involve no 
important quantities and probably indicate the desires of only 
an occasional dealer. 

Corn.—Fancy grades are scarce and there is more inquiry 


for that grade than for any other variety of vegetables. No 
fancy state packing is obtainable so far as known. One sale 
was reported at 95c. and was made to a packer. One offer of 
fancy Western shoe peg is made at $1.00 delivered in New York 
and a few offers of fancy Maine are heard at $1.10 f. 0. b. In 
car lots there are a few offerings of fancy state corn at 8oc. 
Maryland Maine style is reported closely cleaned up. Good 
deliveries are reported from jobbers and a fair movement into 
consumption has occurred in the past two or three weeks. 

Tomatoes.—The market is still unsettled, prices varying 
widely as to seller and quantity. A sale of several hundred cases 
was made at 70c. on the spot, the goods being graded as strictly 
standard. Fair standard grades are quoted in some quarters at 
65¢. delivered here. Prices quoted from Southern points vary 
proportionately. It is said, however, that present prices are 5 
to 7\%4c. below cost of production. No speculative interest is 
shown, which is attributed to the fact that while this year’s 
output was undoubtedly shorter, the supposition is that a large 
carry-over makes a total supply quite as large as last year. Until 
buyers feel more assurance on this point they will not take hold. 

Lima Beans.—Poor weather reduced the crop of lima beans 
in New Jersey and Delaware so low that everything is virtually 
cleaned up, so far as first hands are concerned. No. 2s are 
held at $1.00 to $1.25, with New Jersey stock quoted at $1.15 
to $1.60. 

Spinach.—South packed stock turned out unusually good 
this year, but according to advices from Baltimore the crep was 
curtailed by storms. The market is firm on the basis of $1.10 
for 3s. 

Salmon.—Only a small jobbing interest is noted. Holders 
are not urging business, however, and the market is quiet. No 
further orders of importance have been reported. No more 
business is anticipated’until February. It is understood that pack- 


ers are considering a proposition to put the trade on a more 
profitable basis. Hupson.

There has already been quite a good business done on Future Corn, 


1905 packing. Each year the market on Future Corn seems to open up 
* a little earlier. While quite a number of packers are not inclined to push 
sales, yet they are taking business. We can quote some special trades as 

follows, 1905 packing, good reliable brands: No. 2 Harford County Style 

Standard Sugar Corn at 55c. per dozen, less 114%, f. 0. b. Harford county; 

No. 2 Standard Shoe Peg at 65c. per dozen, less 114%, f. o. b. Harford 

a county; No. 2 Extra Shoe Peg at 75c. per dozen, less 114%, f. 0. b. Har- 
: < ford county; No. 2 Standard Maine Style Sugar Corn at 65c.-per dozen, 
. less 114%, f. o. b. Harford county. These prices are considerably under 


last year’s opening figures, and look low. ; 

Tomatoes.—The market is featureless. There is a fair demand from 
day to day, not enough however to give any snap to the market. 

Oysters.—So far, packing of Oysters in Baltimore has been light and 
there is nothing to indicate that this season will be an exception to the 
past few years as'far as size of the pack is concerned. All reports from 
the South indicate unfavorable conditions. Packers have been selling 
very heavily of new packed goods, and most of them are not in a position 
to offer any more. 

Spinach.— We quote first-class goods at $1.00 per dozen, regular, f. 0. b. 
Baltimore. This Spinach is absolutely free from grit, and we can buy 
it either for your private labels or to go under packers’ labels, which are 
very handsome. 

Succotash—We have been having quite a large inquiry for this line. 
We quote Maine style, consisting of Green Corn and Fresh Green Limas, 
at 90c. per dozen, less 114% f. 0. b. factory in the county, and consisting 
of Green Corn and White Limas at 80c. per dozen, regular, f. 0. b. Bal- 
timore. The latter is a first-class article.

* Tomatoes.—Buying this week is possibly of a larger volume than 
last week, though outside of this feature market has run along the same 
lines as last week. There can be no question that the “selling end” of 
the market is in more comfortable shape than it has been for some time, 
and we doubt whether offerings will in the near future be made as freely 
as they were two or three weeks ago. 

W quote today’s closing figures on Maryland and Delaware packing 
as follows: Standard 2's, 45 to 57%4c.; Standard 3’s, 62% to 65c.; Extra 
Standard 3’s, for buyer’s label, 65 to 67%c.; Gallon Standards, $1.85 to 
$1.90 per dozen. 

Corn—Buying this week has kept up remarkably well, and sellers’ 
ideas as to figures have been well maintained. Considerable shading has 
been done on off-quality stock, and this will continue until this stock is 
more and more cleaned up.:

Standard Evergreen Sugar Corn (whole grain) at 55c. per dozen; Stand- 
ard Shoe Peg Sugar Corn, 62% to 65c. per dozen; Extra Standard Shoe 
Peg Sugar Corn at 67%4 to 70c. per dozen; Fancy Shoe Peg Sugar Corn, 
75 to 77%4c. per dozen; Standard Maine Style Sugar Corn, Maryland 
packing, at 72% to 75c.; Maryland Packing Extra Standard Maine Style 
Sugar Corn, choice quality, 77%c., all f.

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The demand for canned supplies this week has been moderate in 
volume, and despite the protestations of the tomato bulls that the pack 
is short, the price of standard tomatoes continues weak, owing to the 
pressure of Maryland brands for sale. The general run of holders of 
Maryland tomatoes of standard quality ask 65c. f. 0. b., but there has been 
a sale as low as 61c. per dozen, regular terms, f. 0. b. factory. The old 
causes—frequent rejections and packers’ necessites—are still assigned for 
the weakness. The rejections are for cause—poor quality. Retailers are 
doing some of the rejecting. Peas are usually being bought freely at 
this season on what THE TRrApeE, of Baltimore, calls the second purchases 
—the early supplies usually running down at this time of year; but the 
market remains low in price and offerings are plentiful. If there is any 
change it is toward an easier tone. String beans are quiet and easy, but 
Limas are firmer, supply being small. Corn is dull; there is now a 
general belief that ordinary standard corn will be plentiful the remainder 
of the season. Standard Harford County Evergreen Corn is offered from 
Baltimore at 50c., and Maine Stayle Maryland at 67'%c. f. o. b. factories. 
The market for fruits is quiet. Baltimore offers gallon blackberries at 
$4.50 f. o. b., gallon blueberries at $4.50 f. 0. b., and gallon gooseberries 
at $6. The blackberries in small cans are easier, now offering at 92'%c. 
Peaches in Baltimore are lower on gallon unpeeled pies, sales making 
at $2.60 f. 0. b. The California Fruit Canners’ Association are now cleaned 
out of every description of peaches, and the market for these grades 
is very firm. Salmon is quiet. Pink fish sells at 82% to 85c. Oysters at 
Baltimore are easier.—Merchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

The market is quiet. Tomatoes are selling only in a very small way 

at prices that show no change and no disposition to change. It is almost 


certain that the market will remain as it is until after the first of the 
year anyway. Corn is in moderate demand at unchanged prices. There 
may be some decline in the lower grades of corn, as there seems to be 
plenty to go around. Fine grades, however, are scarce, aiid will probably 
be well held throughout the season. In peas there is a good demand 
for cheap grades, but cheap grades are scarce, and buyers are not yet 
willing to pay the higher price for better grades. Anything below 60c. is 
now not easy to procure. Peaches are unchanged, as is the entire line 
of Baltimore stuff. Stocks are believed to be less in Baltimore than usual. 
California canned goods are unchanged with the exception of peaches, 
which are steadily hardening —Grocery World. 


Boston. 


Gallon apples are dull. There is a disposition on the part of packers 
to put up a very limited quantity, owing to the light demand trom the 
jobbing trade. 

Fancy string beans are in fair request, with holdings in packers’ hands 
very light for this time of year. . 

Canned lima beans are selling rapidly, cewing to low prices prevailing. 
Dried lima beans have advanced considerably and any further purchases 
made by canners will necessarily be made at advanced prices, which will, 
of course, add considerably to the cost of the canned article. 

Peas are going into consumption very fast. Packers have made at- 
tractive prices, and heavy sales have been made, with the result that 
holdings in first hands are comparatively light, considering the size of 
the pack this year. 

Tomatoes in 3-pound cans and gallons are quiet, but we look for a 
considerable advance in prices between now and spring. 

Salmon is very firm. Spot stocks of the cheaper grades are very 
closely cleaned up, and there is little, if any, fancy salmon being offered 
hy Coast holders. 

The salmon pack of the Pacific Coast, from statements complete to 
October 25, will show a shortage of 647,244 cases, including all varieties. 

There is no change to note in the sardine situation; but independent 
packers are making slightly lower prices, owing to the unsatisfactory 
size of many of the packed fish. 

There is nothing new to say with regard to canned corn. 

Canned fruits are very closely cleaned up, particularly lemon cling 
peaches and New York State Bartlett pears and plums. Red raspberries 
are selling more readily than for some time past, and no doubt this will 
be sold up very closely by the first of the year. 

There is more activity to the demand for canned squash, prices being 
extremely low, sales being made at less than the cost of production—New 
England Grocer. 


Montreal, Can. 


No change has taken place in the canned goods market, except that 
the demand is increasing and prices are firm. In canned meats high 
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prices have been maintained, and are likely to continue. This is affecting 
consumption considerably, and stocks both in America and on the spot 
(owing to the strike) are on a reduced scale, so that the demand will 
no doubt be strong and will prevent any accumulation of supplies until 
after Christmas. French sardines are reported disappointing, and the 
catches of fish suitable for first-class packers have been small. Packers 
usually close their factories on or about October 31. When sardines 
are packed in November they are said never to have as good flavor as 
fish packed in the summer and early autumn. Canned corn is likely to 
be more plentiful than was at first expected, and the American factories 
all report considerable increase in their output. 


Toronto, Can. 

Canned goods are steadier than they have been for some weeks, the 
immediate requirements of the retail trade having been pretty well met. 
Some weeks ago the question was whether there was going to be enough corn 
and tomatoes to go around; this has been settled for the present. One 
or two houses are holding tomatoes as high as $1.30 on account of the 
curtailed pack. The opinion is expressed that stiff advances may be 
expected next spring and summer, when stocks will require replenishing. 
In this event the trade would not be surprised to see importations of 
corn and tomatoes from the United States, which has only happened 
once or twice in the history of the Canadian trade. 

The usual demand for canned fruits and vegetables continues. <A 
firm market rules in salmon, supplies of which, including cohoes, etc., 
have been arriving freely during the week.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—There is, if anything, a slight improvement in the market 
for fine quality, but there has not been much business doing. Alaska 
keeps steady, although buyers do not evince much disposition to operate. 
The Celtic has brought 1,590 cases to Liverpool. 

Lobsters are without change. 

Sardines.—There has been a little more inquiry this week, and a larger 
business could be done in choice qualities if they were obtainable. Prices 
have a firmer tendency. The arrivals include the Britannia with 2,014 cases, 
the Riaja with 707 cases, the Narbonne to Liverpool with 2,812 cases, and 
the Dragut to Newhaven with 2,391 cases. 

Meats,—An active demand has prevailed for corned beef, prices of 
which have an upward tendency, while in other kinds a fair business is 
being done at steady rates. There is a fair demand for fine quality 
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rabbits, supplies of which are getting within a limited compass. Inferior 
kinds are neglected. 
Fruits are without change, and pines continue to move off steadily. 


Liverpool, England. 

Meats.—Compressed corned beef quieter. Boiled mutton is in par- 
One-pound talls, choicest quality, are very scarce. 
Fruits steady, not much moving. Pineapples are good at current 
rates. 

Sardines—There is much more business moving in these in conse- 
quence of the comparative dearth of fine grocery goods, especially in 
quarter tins. 

Salmon.—The inquiry continues fair, considering the time of the year. 
One-pound talls, croicest quality, are very scarce. 

Lobsters.—-More trade in these.—Grocers’ Gasette. 


The Drawback Provision on Tinplate. 


The Bulletin of the American Iron and Steel Association says: “We 
earnestly approve the demand of our tinplate manufacturers for the abro- 
gation of so much of the drawback provision of the tariff of 1897 as 
applies to tinplates. The original reason for this application of the draw- 
back provision, which provision has been embodied in all our recent tariffs, 
has ceased to exist. When tinplate industry had no existence in this 
country the extension of the drawback privilege to the shippers abroad 
of petroleum, canned meats and vegetables, canned fruits, fish, oysters, 
etc., was justified because tinplates of domestic manufacture could not 
be obtained, and the duty paid on imported tinplates which were after- 
wards exported in manufactured forms, if it had to be retained in the 
lreasury, would have been a check upon our foreign trade. But this 
country is now not only able to supply tinplates in sufficient quantities 
to meet all domestic demands, both for home use and export, but it can 
do this at prices very much lower than those which prevailed when our 
exporters of canned goods were compelled to buy foreign tinplates. Fair 
play and the public welfare would seem, therefore, to demand that here- 
after the exp;orters of canned goods should not be paid a bounty out of 
the United States Treasury to induce them to use foreign tinplates. If 
exporters of such goods should prefer to continue to use imported tin- 
plates they should be required to pay the same duty as other importers 
of tinplates, with no benefit of drawback. The Treasury would gain in 
needed revenue. Furthermore, it has been represented that it is easy to 
commit frauds upon the revenue under the drawback provision, so far 
at least as it relates to tinplates, and in this representation lies an addi- 
ional reason for the abrogation of this provision to the extent that we 
have suggested.”

CONDENSED CREAM OF ASPARAGUS SOUP. 

Make same as cream of asparagus soup, using double the 
amount of salt and spice, one-half more butter and flour, and 
adding 1 pound Extract Beef. 

CREAM OF CELERY SOUP. 

Make same as cream of asparagus soup, using pulped celery 
and adding one-half pint onion juice. 

CONDENSED CREAM OF CELERY SOUP. 

Make same as condensed cream of asparagus soup, using 
pulped celery and adding one-half pint of onion juice. 

CREAM OF PEA SOUP. 

Make same as cream of asparagus soup, using 12% gallons 

pulp from green or canned peas and adding 22 pounds sugar. 
CONDENSED CREAM OF PEA SOUP. 

Make same as condensed cream of asparagus soup, using 
12% gallons of pulp from green or canned peas and adding 
2% pounds granulated sugar. 

GREEN TURTLE SOUP. 

Prepare same as for canning. When cooking the meat, 
head, etc., in liquor in which the shells were boiled, for each 
10 pounds meat add 1 pound chopped onions, 14 ounce bay 
leaves, % pound pot herbs and 1 pound dried ham cut in small 
pieces. Cook until meat is done, then remove cage containing 
meat and strain liquor. In the meantime melt 34 pound butter 
and mix with % pound flour, add 1 quart liquor and bring to a 
boil, then add 2 ounces sugar and I quart wine. Mix the meat 
liquor and thickened liquor all together with the chopped yolks 
of 2 dozen hard boiled eggs, juice of 1 dozen lemons and % ounce 
cayenne pepper, place in cans, cap, tip and process. 

JULIENNE SOUP. 
100 gallons Stock. 
25 pounds Carrots. 
124% pounds Turnips. 
15 pounds Celery. 
5 pounds Onions. 
5 pounds Leeks. 
5 pounds Cauliflower. 
5 pounds Peas, canned. 
5 pounds Asparagus Tips, canned. 
3 pounds Salt. 
¥ pound Ground White Pepper. 

Pare and cut the carrots and turnips in straws, cut the 
celery in half-inch pieces, chop the onions, cut leeks in quarter- 
inch pieces, and break cauliflower into small pieces. Put the 
stock in kettle and bring to a boil, add the carrots and turnips 
and cook 10 minutes, add the celery, onions, leeks and cauli- 
flower and boil ten minutes more. Add the asparagus, peas and 
salt and pepper. Turn off steam and draw off the stock, divide 
the mixed vegetables among the cans and fill with the stock, 
cap, tip and process. 

CONDENSED JULIENNE SOUP. 
Make same as julienne soup, using but 50 gallons stock in 
which dissolve I pound extract beef. 
MACARONI SOUP. 
50 gallons Stock. 
12% pounds Macaroni. 
114 pounds Salt. 
pound White Pepper. 
pound Parsley. 

Break the macaroni in small pieces, throw in salted boiling 
water and cook 30 minutes; then throw in cold water; now 
handle and process same as barley soup. 

CONDENSED MACRONI SOUP. 

Make same as Macaroni Soup, using 25 gallons stock and 

adding 1 pound Extract Beef. 


MOCK TURTLE SOUP. 
60 gallons Water. 
1 gallon Sherry Wine. 
50 Calves’ Heads. 
50 Calves’ Hearts. 

4 dozen Lemons. 

1% Pints Worcestershire Sauce. 
25 pounds Calves’ Liver. 

5 pounds Chopped Carrots. 
pounds Chopped Onions. 
pounds Chopped Turnips. 
¥Y pound Whole Cloves. 
pound Sweet Marjoram. 

Y% pound White Pepper. 

2 pounds Mixed Green Pot Herbs. 
10 pounds Butter. 

8 pounds Flour, 

3 pounds Salt. 

Unjoint the jaws and take out the brains, clean thorough], 
with boiling water; split the hearts and trim liver; place in 
tank with the cold water, turn on steam and skim at first boil, 
then skim about 15 minutes later; simmer two hours or unt'l 
meat is tender. Take from tank the hearts, liver and heads, 
remove meat and tongues from head. 

Return the bones to kettle with the vegetables, herbs and 
cloves. Cook slowly two hours, draw off and strain into cooling 
tank. Cut the liver into dice, slice and chop the hearts, tear 
meat into small pieces, chop the tongues, place the butter in an 
iron pot and brown, then add the flour and brown. Skim the 
grease from the stock and place in kettle, add the browned flour, 
mix and bring to a boil, stirring all the time. Add the meat, 
tongues, heart and liver, boil two minutes and shut off steam. 
Add the juice of the lemons, sauce, pepper, salt and sherry wine, 
place in cans, cap, tip and process. To cheapen, omit the butter 
and color with caramel. 

CONDENSED MOCK TURTLE SOUP, 

Make same as Mock Turtle Soup, using 45 gallons of water 
instead of 60, and adding double the quantity of Worcestershire 
Sauce, pepper and lemons and 1 pound of Extract Beef. 

MULLIGATAWNEY SOUP. 

100 pounds Chicken. 

4 pounds Sliced Onions. 

2 pounds Butter. 

1 pound Salt. 

1 pound Curry Powder. 

2 ounces Whole Cleves. 

1 dozen Lemons (juice of). 
20 gallons Water. 

Clean the chicken and cut to can hole size. Put the butter 
in an iron pot with the onions and chicken and brown. 


Add the curry, salt, cloves and lemon juice. Place this 
mixture in kettle with the cold water, bring slowly to a boil, 
simmer two hours, then take out the chicken, divide among the 
cans, fill with the hot liquor, cap, tip and process. 

Mulligatawney may be made from the regular chicken soup 
by adding 40 pounds cooked chicken meat, juice of 2 dozen 
lemons, 8 pounds of onions browned in grease and 2 pounds 
curry powder to 100 pounds soup.

In our editorial last week, in considering the question of 
over-production and under-consumption, we took occasion to call 
attention to what we considered might be the possibilities of the 
canned goods market. So long as those possibilities are not 
overdone, it is scarcely in order to speak about over-production ; 
it is probably more in order to give a hint to the pessimistic 
‘“bears” that somebody in the industry is neglecting his duty, 
if not his opportunity, to extend the present market somewhat 
nearer to its possibilities. 

As remarked in the preceding editorial, where there is op- 
portunity for a wider market, the first two general requisites are 
to have a good thing, and then to let the world know you have it. 

Despite the animadversions of the Pure Food Department 
at Washington, the passage of time more and more proves that 
the canned goods industry has a good thing in all its lines; using 
the word “ good” in this respect as good both in an alimentary 
and a commercial sense. We wish here to give a hint to parties 
in interest how they can increase their business and their profits 
also. 

Ever since the first advent of the canned goods industry, 
the average canned goods packer appears to have been of the 
belief that the advertising of his goods is none of his business. 
Three. causes have probably contributed to this condition—the 
utter newness of the business as an industry; the extraordinary 
number of farmers who went into it—and they are not by edu- 
cation or descent advertisers—and thirdly the fact that in the early 
days all canned goods were sold en masse through the jobbers. 
Fifty years ago, and for thirty years of the past half century, 
canned goods packers sold their canned goods in blocks to the 
great middle men. These men controlled the market, were 


averse to the packers pushing their goods in various places 
and began the establishment of what are now known as house 
organs, or grocery papers belonging to wholesale jobbing houses, 
and advertising only their goods. 

Various changes have been evolved out of these original 
conditions and packers now are at liberty to push their goods 
if they choose, as much as soap manufacturers, baking powder 
producers, and other specialty owners. But the canned goods 
industry and the packers forming it appear to have adopted as 
a law of the Medes and Persians that it is not their business to 
push their goods. Yet there are some very few firms who are 
doing just this to an extent and a success that ought to be a 
lesson to all the packers that they have a duty to themselves 
in his respect. They can not only bring themselves and their 
fine goods more particularly before the world and the public by 
this means, but at the same time they will neutralize the evil 
effect of the peculiar bitterness of the pure food officials at 
Washington; the sensationalism of the yellow journals, and the 
ambitions of the up-start chemists. 

In this matter the question will be: How are we to push 
these goods? and in saying “we,” we mean the canned goods 
pickers. That it can and is being done profitably is proven by 
the evidences we alluded to. 

A|most everyone in the United States today is familiar with 
the full page advertisements of the Van Camp Packing Co., of 
Indianapol's, carried in nearly every one of the great magazines, 
and usually directing attention to Van Camp’s Baked Beans. 
These advertisements, we have authentic information, cost on an 
average $300 per issue, that is, each magazine charges $300 per 
month for publishing this “ad.” We quote this fact because it 
proves several things. 

First, that this “ad.” does its work—it reaches the people 
and sells the goods; secondly that the increase of sales furnishes 
profit enough to pay such prices for advertising; and last but 
not least the business acumen of the Van Camp Co. has discovered 
what the other packers do not seem to have observed. 

Blue Label Catsup and quite a number of other things in 
the same way are brought before the public and in every instance 
where this has been properly done, success and general use is the 
result. 

Now after canned goods there is probably another class of 
advertising that would be necessary. Let us suppose that there 
is an over-pack of tomatoes and it is necessary to increase the 
market. If a packer largely in this line, would put into each 
case of two dozen cans, twenty-four little pamphlets, giving not 
only the full list of what he packs with his brand and location, 
but a statement of the care and attention that is given the goods, 
and with it a simple set of receipts of how to prepare and use 
the tomatoes in various ways, we are confident it would not be 
more than two or three years before the demand for that article 
would double; and this reasoning applies to every article in the 
canned goods list, and to every firm in the canned goods industry. 

Jobbers might object to this, but once they observe that the 
market is increasing in quantity, they will no more object than 
they do to a soap manufacturer sending out an agent to a town 
or city to make a custom for his goods and have the retail 
dealers in that section purchase their supplies from the jobber. 
In many large lines of business this has been the rule of distri- 
bution for many years. 

The great tobacco firms found it necessary to adopt this 
means to introduce and sustain their goods; and even in mince- 
meat we have positive knowledge that one of the largest firms 
in the country with possibly the best article of that kind put up, 
kept a corps of experts steadily employed going from section 
to section, to demonstrate to the grocers, bakers and others the 
excellence of their article, and we know that in one year they 
spent $60,000 in this kind of advertising. : 

We instance these- matters to enforce our remarks upon

amount of business, and will in a large measure get possession 
of the market. 

It has also been suggested that a wrapper containing printed 
matter very much the same as we intimated the small pamphlets 
would contain, might be used to wrap each can and in that way 
the use of the pamphlet would not be necessary and the distribu- 
tion of the advertising information would be certain. [lowever 
it is accomplished, we wish to emphasize the fact that the time 
has come when the canned goods packer must broaden his mar- 
ket and that it is out of order for the pessimists to come forward 
and assure the public that the market is overdone. We have 
long been of the opinion that the canned goods industry will, 
sooner or later, be the means of communication between the 
producer and the consumer in almost everything in the alimen- 
tary line, until at last the retail grocery store will be nothing but 
a magazine of canned goods, or fixed packages for whatever is 
wanted. And not until that time arrives will there be an over- 
production of canned goods. 


Practical Man at the Head of the Continental Can Co. 


At the stockholders’ meeting of the Continental Can Company held 
November 16th in Jersey City, the following directors were elected: T. G. 
Cranwell, F. P. Assmann, A. W. Norton, J. C. Taliaferro, and B. H. 
Larkin. Mr. Cranwell was elected president, Mr. Norton vice-president, 
and Mr. Assmann secretary and treasurer. 

Mr. Cranwell resigned his position as vice-president and packers’ 
can manager of the American Can Company on October 15th, and Messrs. 
Taliaferro and Larkin also resigned their positions as district superintend- 
ents. Mr. Taliaferro had held the position as chief engineer and district 
superintendent, with headquarters at Baltimore, since the American Can 
Company was organized, and Mr. Larkin had held a similar position with 
the American Can Company, with headquarters in Chicago. Mr. F. P. 
Assmann graduated in 1903 as a mechanical engineer from Stevens In- 
stitute of Technology, and since that time had been with the American 
Can Company until he resigned to become an officer of the Continental 
Can Company. He is the son of F. A. Assman, former president of the 


American Can Company. Mr. A. W. Norton is the son of Mr. Edwin 
Norton, the first president of the American Can Company, and is a gradu- 
ate of the engineering department of Michigan University. Mr. A. W. 
Norton has been engaged with his father in the Automatic Vacuum 
Canning Company of Chicago, and the two have perfected the vacuum 
system of canning. Mr. Norton has for the past two years practically 
managed the vacuum canning system in one of the large fruit canneries 
in Michigan. 

The Continental Can Company has also secured the services of Mr. 
Suydam, who was formerly sales agent in the packers’ can department 
of the American Can Company, and who has a large acquaintance with 
the packers throughout the country. 

The new company has purchased a large plot of ground in Syracuse, 
with suitable factory buildings, and last week completed the purchase 
of three acres of land, with factory buildings, in Chicago. Both of these 
plants will be equipped as fast as possible with the most modern machinery, 
and it is expected that the company will be in a position to furnish 
packers’ cans to the trade for next season’s business. It is said that 
other factories will be started as soon as possible, and that the capital 
will be increased as fast as new capital is needed. The company will 
confine its operations to the packers’ can and similar business, however, 
thus setting at rest the various rumors to the effect that all the inde. 
pendent can factories would combine with this company. 

From the make-up of the official staff of the Continental Can Com- 
pany it will be seen that excellent talent will codperate in both the 
manufacturing and commercial departments, because, as above stated, 
nearly all of the gentlemen have been connected with the can business 
for a great number of years, with the old-established house of Norton 
Bros., Chicago and Baltimore, and have held very important positions 
with the American Can Company since its organization. 

The character of the gentlemen, as well as the financial standing of 
the company, is excellent, and the users of cans will no doubt be gratified 
to have a new company enter the field with broad experience and financial 
standing.

California. 


Napa, Cal.—Frequent conferences are now being held between H. J. 
Hart, principal owner and manager of the Napa Valley Packing Com- 
pany, and the Chamber of Commerce, concerning the reconstruction of 
the cannery which was destroyed by fire. The original contract between 
the above parties contained the agreement that the cannery should run for 
five years, while in fact it was run but two years when destroyed. There 
seems to be a disposition on the part of the Chamber of Commerce to 
have the agreement carried out. Other San Francisco capitalists are en- 
deavoring to secure the site for the erection of even a larger institution 
than the old one. 


Indiana. 

New Castle, Ind—Nearly three million two-pound cans of tomatoes 
is the result of the pack of this season by various canneries in this county, 
says a report. This product, which represents nearly six million pounds 
of vegetables, will be largely shipped to wholesale houses, very little 
remaining in this section. 


Maine. 

Reports from Eastport are to the effect that more of the sardine 
factories are shutting down for the season. The Eastport pack to date 
is estimated at 590,000 cases. It is believed that the total output in Maine 
will exceed that of last year, though the increase may not be very large. 


Massachusetts. 
Lee, Mass.—It is proposed to form a company in Lee and put in 
a plant to cost not less than $10,500. To do this, it is stated that not 
less than 200 acres must be pledged and a committee was appointed to 


canvass among the farmers of Central Berkshire. Quite a few shares 
of stock have already been placed, and tracts of land pledged to the 


enterprise. 


Oregon. 

Portland, Ore.—F. P. Kendall was in Astoria last week in consultation 
with the salmon packers there regarding the proposed establishment of 
a can manufacturing plant in that city, and it is thought that his efforts 
will be attended with success, as all of the packers have given him 
assurance that they will support the new efterprise, that is, all he has 
interviewed on the subject. There are a few he has not seen, and if 
their support is pledged, as there is every reason to believe it will be, 
the location of the factory will be assured. If the project is carried 
through, the capacity will be in the neighborhood of eight or ten million 
cans a year, and will give employment to about seventy-five people and 
carry a payroll of something like four thousand dollars a month. There 
is little demand for cans between now and the first of March, but a 
decision must be reached by that “time. The report that the Pacific 
Sheet Metal Works is interested in the transaction was a mistake, as that 
company has nothing to do with the enterprise. 

Pennsylvania. 

Townville, Pa,—The foundations of the building for the Townville 
Fruit and Vegetable Canning Factory have been completed, and the 
carpenters are busy in the erection of the building. 

Sherman, Pa.—All of the 150 shares for a new canning factory at 
Sherman have been sold. The company will now organize. 


Rhode Island. 

Providence, R. IL—In the suit of Whitford, Bartlett & Co. against 
the Silver Creek Preserving Company the jury yesterday afternoon re- 
turned a verdict for the plaintiff for $300. The suit was brought to 
recover damages because the defendant company refused to deliver a 
lot of tomatoes the plaintiff ordered in 1902. 


Tennessee. 


Lewisburg, Tenn.—A representative of a Chicago firm has been at 
Mooresville this week interesting the citizens of that village and vicinity 
in the establishment of a canning factory at that place. In connection 
with this, steps are being taken to establish a steam laundry. Moores- 
ville is located in one of the most fertile sections of Marshall county, 
and the citizens are enterprising and progressive. 


_ Newport, Tenn.—Stokely Bros. will begin work in a few days on their 
big warehouse which will be built in Eastport for storing their surplus 
canned goods from their different canning factories. The side track to 
the chair factory will be extended to their warehouse.

INTRODUCTION. 

The object of this bulletin is to review simply and briefly the present 
knowledge of soil bacteriology in its relation to agriculture with a view 
of emphasizing the close relationship between bacteriologic principles and 
the common operations of tilling the soil. , 

The problem of rendering his poor soil more productive, and his good 
soil still better, is one in which every farmer of today is interested. We 
venture the statement that of all the “run down” or abandoned farms in 
the United States there is not one which could not be made productive 
again if proper metrods of handling the soil were employed. 

The failure of land to yield a crop is not due in most cases to a lack 
of plant food in the soil. Results of chemical analyses show that in 
average soils throughout the country there is in the first eight inches 
enough nitrogen to last 90 years, enough phosphoric acid to last 500 years, 
and enough potash to last 1,000 years. Why, then, if the soil contains 
such stores of plant food, does it fail to support crops? Simply because 
these elements are locked up in such chemical combinations that the 
plants are unable to utilize them. 


The great problem, then, of modern agriculture, is not entirely the 
conservation of plant food in the soil, but rather the unlocking of the 
rich stores already in the soil, and placing them in a condition to be 
assimilated by plants. This unlocking process is carried on naturally 
by the soil micro-organisms. 


Plants, from the mightiest forest tree to the tiniest blade of grass, 
consist of a complex combination of microscopic cells, each cell contain- 
ing protoplasm. This protoplasm is continually changing, taking up food 
which is brought to it in the sap, and casting off its waste products 
in much the same manner as the protoplasm in the animal body. 

Bacteria are also plants, consisting, however, of but a single cell filled 
with protoplasm, which, like that of the higher plants, is continually 
active in assimilating from the surrounding medium the food elements 
necessary for its maintenance. These myriads of little plants, invisible 
to the naked eye, in taking their food from the chemical compounds of 
the soil, produce in those compounds just the changes necessary to render 
them useful to the highr plants in making their growth. 
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CONDITIONS OF GROWTH. 


‘In order that bacterial activity may go on with undiminished vigor, 
there are certain conditions of the soil which must be provided, certain 
requirements of the bacteria whieh must be complied with, namely: 
temperature, moisture, reaction, respiration, and food supply. 


TEM PERATURE. 


Soil bacteria are most active at a temperature of 60° to 80° Fah., 
although some will grow at temperatures as low as 35° and as high as 
98° Fah. Hence the different soil processes induced by bacterial action 
are carried on most rapidly during the summer months, and cease with 
the setting in of cold weather, proceeding again with the opening of 
spring. 

MOISTURE. 

At is it impossible for animals and higher plants to exist for any 
length of time without water, so it is impossible for bacteria of any 
kind to exist and be active without water. In the soil there must be 
moisture present, or the bacteria fail to grow and carry on their func- 
tions, in fact many of them will die; hence the necessity of conservation 
of the soil moisture by frequent and thorough cultivation, not only for 
the benefit of the crop, but also for the benefit of the soil bacteria. 


REACTION, 


A third essential point in furnishing a proper environment for soil 
bacteria is to have the soil exhibit a proper reaction. Laboratory experi- 
ence has shown that soil micro-organisms will not develop in an acid 
medium. It must be about neutral or slightly alkaline to litmus. If too 
much hunius is present in the soil the decomposition of the same may 
result in the formation of various organic acids which prevent further 
growth of bacteria. Such soil we say is “sour,” and vegetation is scarce 
because the bacteria are checked and are unable to change the plant 
food to a form in which it may be assimilated. Such a condition may 
be remedied by the addition of lime to the soil in amounts of 1,500 to 
2,000 pounds per acre. Considerable discretion should be observed, how- 
ever, in the liming of soils, as actual tests often show that soils seem- 
ingly sour are, in reality, not acid, but rather are very perceptibly alka- 
line. On such lands the addition of lime would only aggravate rather 
than alleviate the trouble. 

RESPIRATION. 

One of the first essentials for the vigorous growth of soil bacteria is 

a bountiful supply of oxygen, as most of them are checked in their growth

in proportion as the oxygen is About one- 
ume of average soil under ordinary conditions is “pore space.” The soil 
water is gathered in films round the soil granules, thus leaving air spaces 
of greater or less size according to the amount of moisture in the soil. 
It is through these openings and channels that the bacteria get the neces- 
sary supply of air for their growth. Here is further demonstrated the 
value of tillage in keeping the soil well aérated as well as to conserve 


the moisture present. 
FOOD SUPPLY. 

Before discussing this requirement, it will be necessary to classify 
the soil organisms, as each class requires different food materials for its 
development. They may be broadly divided into four groups: First, the 
common saprophytic germs acting upon organic matter, which may be 
designated as the ammonifiers. Second, that group whose especial function 
is the destruction of nitrates, or the denitrifying organisms. Third, those 
which build up nitrates or the nitrifiers. Fourth, those whose sole func- 
tion is to extract free nitrogen from the atmosphere. 

AM MONIFICATION. 

It will be remembered from the statements of the amount of plant 
food stored up in the soil, that there is enough nitrogen to last only 90 
years. Hence the all important question is that of the nitrogen supply. 

When dead organic matter falls upon the ground, it immediately 
begins to undergo a process of decay. Dead animals left upon the ground 
or buried in it are decomposed, and the elements of the animal tissue are 
incorporated into the soil. Manure placed upon the land rots and en- 
riches it. Dead plants decay and become again a part of the earth from 
which they sprung. All this decay is brought about by microorganisms 
assisted by the elements. The first change that takes place is a breaking 
down of the complex nitrogenous substances. The albuminous matter 
is reduced to peptones by certain types of bacteria, and the peptones 
are reduced to free ammonia and other simple compounds by the same 
or other types. The starches and sugars meanwhile are undergoing 
fermentation into various organic acids and gases, as is also the cellulose 
or woody fiber of plants. Thus the organic matter becomes entirely 
decomposed, some of the different elements escaping in the form of gases, 
and others becoming a part of the soil where we shall meet them again 
later. 

The organisms concerned in these different processes may all be 
placed among the ammonifiers. The life requirements of this group are 
of importance as touching some of the common soil operations. 

A series of laboratory experiments demonstrated the advantage of a 
bountiful air supply. Flask cultures were made in mineral solutions 
having potassium nitrate for a basis and containing all the other ele- 
ments necessary for bacterial growth besides some organic matter in the 
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form of peptone. Four sets of cultures were sacoaienied with organisms 
found in different soils on the college farm. One set was placed in 


an. atmosphere from which the oxygen had been completely removed; in 
the seeond set the flasks were sealed with wax; in the third they were 
simply plugged with cotton wool; and in the fourth they were thoroughly 
aérated. After eleven days the cultures were tested for decomposition 
products. The cultures which had been kept in an atmosphere devoid 
of oxygen showed only slight traces of ammonia; while the other cultures 
all showed ammonia in larger quantities, the amount increasing steadily 
and consistently with the increased amount of oxygen supplied. These 
results are significant as indicating the effect of the aération of the 
compost heap. Manure and litter well packed down so that air is ex- 
cluded will be much less liable to loss through decomposition and escape 
of ammonia than that which lies loosely packed, thus affording conditions 


for such decomposition. :
